1 . (AMENDED) A method of evaluating a function of a receptor protein tyrosine 
kinase comprising the following steps: 

(a) transfecting a nucleic acid vector into cells, wherein said vector encodes a chimera 
comprising an extracellular region and an intracellular region, wherein said intracellular region is 
from said receptor protein tyrosine kinase^ 
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
